NOTES AND COMMENT. | 


The price of wheat is begin- 
ning to be a matter of anxiety 
asa rapidly falling market at 
this time of year is rather un- 
usual, Statistics would indi- 
cate there is too much wheat to 
be absorbed to permit of the 


price remaining at previous 
levels and that some time 
might elapse before any real 
appreciation in prices will 
occur, 

The election campaign in 


Great Britain is rapidly near- 
ing its close with all three 
parties involved claiming ulti- 
mate victory. Outside opinion 
seems to be that Conservatives, 
Liberals or Laborites will not 
have a sufficient majority to 
carry on and that a deadlock 
will result. 


The present crop prospects 
could scarcely be brighter. 
The crop has been sown, and 
in many cases is above ground, 
in splendid shape. While con- 
tinued cool weather has result- 
ed in slow top growth the grain 
is rooted more deeply than 
would have been the case had 
warmer weather _ prevailed. 
Ordinary conditions for the 
balance of the season would 
almost certainly result in a 
satisfactory yield. 


This week's precipitation in 
the form of rain and snow put 
any fears of inadequate mois- 
ture for some weeks completely 
in the background. The fact 
that the bulk of the wheat was 
sown at the time was also 
a matter of congratulation. 
While growth has been more 
than ordinarily slow so far, 
owing to very cool nights, a 
few days of warm’ weather 
would result in an amazing 
growth as everything but the 
temperature has been as satis- 
factory as possible. General 
optimism with regard to crop 
prospects prevails everywhere, 


NEWS NOTES

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Heating By Radio 


French Scientist Says Wireless 
Waves Can Be Used To 
Warm Homes 

Wireless beams from the Eiffel 
Tower may be employed to furnish | 
heat for the residents of Paris, if 
tentative plans drawn by French en- 
gineers are put into effect. 

Heating plants deriving their 
power from radio waves are oper- 
ating successfully in Germany, ac- 
cording to Jacques Risler whose re- 
port forras the basis of these plans, 
Risler said that while the question 
of wireless heating houses is still in| 
the experimental stage, the feasibil- 
ity of it has been . definitely estab- 
lished, 

Explaining how the wireless 
ing plant would operate, Risler 
“In the laboratory two posts were 
set up about 30 feet apart. The send- 
ing post sent out from 400 to 500- 
volt current waves of two to three 
meters in length. All that is to be 
Gone is to interpose on the receiving 
post circuit a filament ‘in vacuo,’ ana 
it is raised to an incandescent state} 
and gives out quite appreciable heat. 

“There is therefore no theoretical! 
difficulty in installing in a house a 
series of receiving posts which would 
in reality be just so many electric 
radiators. This system could be ex- 
tended ultimately to an entire dis- 
trict or to a whole city, which woula) 
heat from one central| 
broadcasting station.

Riots Cause Controversy 


Part Played By Police In Berlin 
Ruction Is Criticized 

Berlin, Germany.—Bitter contro- 
versies continue in the Berlin press 
and among the public as to the part 
played by the police in suppressing 
the Communist riots which broke 
out on May day. Postmortem exam. 
inations of twenty-four victims of 
the riot are said to have revealed 
that 17 had been killed by police bul- 
lets. 

The official inquiry has been un- 
able to establish that a single sho. 
had been fired by a civilian against 
the police. Only one policeman of the 
40-odd injured had received a bullet 
wound and that wound he had acci- 
dentally inflicted upon himself, 

One hundred and fifty shopkeepers 
of the Wedding district, where rfot- 
ing was said to have been very 
severe, declared that the streets were 
quite safe from Communist excesses 
and that a simple police patrol woula 
have sufficed. 

Meanwhile, 45 persons of 117 ar- 
rested had been sentenced to shore 
terms of imprisonment for breaking 
the peace, The rest were released for 
want of evidence.
